Proclamation by Abe Lincoln,
Wasminaron, April 14.—By the Presi-
dent of the Uniied States—a Projlamation.
—Whereas the laws of the United States
have been for some time past, and now

obstructed, in the States of South Cavoli-
na, Georgia, Plorida, Mississippi, Louis-
iana, and Texas, by combinalions {60 pow-
crful to be sujpressed by the omlinary
course of judiciul proceedings, or ly thic
powers vested in the marshals by law :
Now, thervefore, 1, Abmham Liaeoln,
President of the United States. in virtue
of the power in mo vested by the Consti-
tution and the laws. have thousht fit to
call forth, and herehy do enll forth, the
militia of the several States of the Union,
to the ageregate number of sevonty-five
thousand men, in order to suppress said
combinations, and to cause the laws to be
duiy executed.

The details for this oliject will he imme-
dintely communicated to the State an-
thorities by the War Departiment. I ap-
peal to all loyal citizens to Fvor, facili-
tate and aid this effort to maintain the
integrity and existence of onr national
Union, and the perpétnity of popularsov-
ernment, and to redress wrongs alrsady
